During the year all necessary repairs to the build- 
ings have been made, and the farm is in a high state of 
cultivation, thus making it possible to raise a_ large 
amount of produce, which also makes it possible to keep 
the net cost per capita to a very reasonable figure. 

The cash income at the farm during the past year 
was $16,627.22.

Strafford county had no unpaid bills, which had 
been presented and approved on December 31, 1925.

When the present board of County Commissioners 
took office, April 1, 1925, there were outstanding notes 
against the county to the amount of $80,000; $30,000 of 
this amount was hired after January 1, 1925, in antici- 
pation of taxes. The Commissioners heartily agreed 
with the Strafford county delegation to the legislature 
to bond the county for the debt of $50,000 at four per 
cent, thus’ paying the notes and saving the county quite 
a sum in interest. This bonding act was passed. The 
bonds were issued and sold by the Commissioners before 
December 31, 1925. The bond act as passed by the 1925 
legislature is printed on the following pages of the coun- 
ty report of 1925.

Section 1. That the debt of the county of Straf- 
ford now owing by said county and the same amounting 
to the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) be hereby 
funded; said: funded debt shall be known as the Straf- 
' ford County Loan.. 
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Section 2. Bonds with coupons attached shall 
be issued of said loan, which shall be of uniform date, 
and of the denomination of one thousand dollars each ; 
said bonds shall be numbered from one to fifty, inclusive; 
shall be made payable to bearer, with interest at the rate 
of four per cent per annum, payable semi-annually on 
the first day of July and January in each year, and said 
coupons shall be made payable at some bank in the city 
of Dover, state of New Hampshire. 

Secrion 3. Said bonds shall be dated the first 
day: of July, 1925, and shall mature as follows: “Ten 
bonds shall mature on the. first day of January, 1927.

Ten bonds shall mature on the first day of January, 1930.
